If we 
could step into our kitchen-garden, 
gather them from the vines and cook 
them at onée, nothing could be fresh-

First the farmer 
handles them, while picking, loading 
and conveying them to a place where 
they are packed in car-load lots. Then 
they are shipped to the city, probably 
incurring numerous delays en route. 
The jobber next handles them, and 
from him they go to the green-grocer, 
in whose store they may lie for some 
time before we happen along and 
purchase them. By now, there is 
little left of their pristine freshness. 
As a matter of fact, a great. part of 
the peas which are served to us in 
the winter as fresh peas really come 
from the Western part of Mexico, 
along the gulf of lower California. 
So it is easy to see that these foods, 
when served on the American table, 
are'not fresh.

peas, the peas are gathered, vines and 
all, at a time when the peas contain 
the greatest food value. They are 
immediately conveyed to the vinery, 
where they are threshed out by machin- 
ery. After being washed, they are 
graded. They then go into the cans, 
where they are sufficiently cooked 
to preserve them. All this is accom- 
plished within twelve hours; so that 
the canned peas, when they come to 
the table, are within twelve hours of 
being absolutely fresh, while the so- 
called fresh peas undergo many days 


reaching the consumer. 


Here, then is one advertising slogan 
which tells the absolute truth. Canned 
foods are fresher than the fresh. For 
there has been nothing whatever to 
detract from the freshness which was 
theirs when they went into the can. 
On the contrary, no deterioration is 
possible while in the can, because of 
the complete exclusion of allgir, and 
because of the perfect sterilization 
which has taken place.

Insulating Attic 
Insures Comfort

Home-owners often overlook two 
things about insulation, They may 
insulate their houses to reduce 
their winter fuel-bills without re- 
alizing that they also get another 
benefit—greater comfort in sum- 
mer, 
| For insulating materials

Secondly, many owners think 
that a home can be insulated only 
when it is first built. They do not 
realize that a simple remodeling 
job will lay a cooling blanket over

rooms that tend to get too warm 
in summer. 

This applies especially to the 
bungalow or small two-story 
house’ with unfinished attic. The 
whole roof is exposed to the sun; 
so the attic beeomes “as hot as 
an oven" and this heats the living 


quarters below. 

One way to improve 
tion is to finish the attic, if it is 
large enough, to provide extra 
rooms. If this is done an insulating 
quilt) or fiber-substance ean be 
nailed to the rafters before lath 
and plaster are put oon, Or an in- 
sulating rock lath may be used in 


this eondi-

These means of insuring comfort 
jn the rooms below ‘qre all right 
if the owner wishes to make now 
rooms of the attie.

It-can be done by putting the in- 
culating material directly on the 
upper side of the lath and plaster 
which form the lover-story ceil 
ing. In houses with unfinished at- 
tics the lath and plaster are exe 
posed through the ceiling-rafters. 
The work of installing the insula- 
tion is so simple that {ft can be 
done by the householder himself 
in a short time. 
There are several 
sulators .that may be 
way. One should be chosen which 
is so light that it will not make 
the lath and plaster sag, which is 
dry so it will not stain the plas- 
ter, Which is fire-resistive and has 
high insulation value.
